I want to talk with you about Christmas for one simple reason: Christmas is incomplete without Easter. 

We should certainly celebrate the birth of our Savior Jesus Christ. By all means we should commemorate the 
gift of the eternal Word made flesh. Remembering our Lord's incarnation is a meet, right and salutary thing 
to do. However, as Christians we know that Jesus came to earth for a reason. He was born to die for us and 
our salvation. He was raised from the dead so that we might live with Him forever. 




Many people love to celebrate Christmas. They like the idea of a little baby in a manger with Mary and 
Joseph at his side. But many of those same people avoid thinking about Holy Week, Good Friday and Easter. 

A man, the Son of God, hanging on a wooden cross 
is another. 



Yet we know that Christmas without Easter is an incomplete story at best. It would be like telling someone 
about the conflict in Europe in World War II by describing D-day, but omitting the Allied Forces victory over 
the Nazi regime. It would be like a eulogy which only described the circumstances of a person's birth while 
leaving out what he did with his life and how he died. 

You probably know many people who "celebrate Christmas" in a secular fashion with no sense of awareness 
or gratitude for the real meaning of it. I encourage you to invite such friends.... classmates and relatives too... 
to join us this year at Faith for the celebration of Easter. We will be celebrating the real joy of the real Easter 
(my apologies to Peter Cottontail) just as we celebrate the true hope of the authentic Christmas (sorry Santa). 

Colored eggs, marshmallow bunnies and chocolate candies are fun, but they do not give us life or redeem our 
souls. Your friends who do not yet know the real meaning of Easter need you to help them. So why not 
invite them to worship with you on Easter Sunday this year? It is, after all, the loving thing to do.
